S, in a long courfe of teaching and 
practice in Midwifery, I hope I may 
without vanity fay, that 1 have done fome- 
thing towards reducing that Art into a 
more fimple and mechanical method than 
has hitherto been done, I have attempted 
to explain the fame in my Treatife of the 
Theory and Practice of Midwifery and 
ColleGtion of Cafes ; and finding that moft _ 

of the reprefentations hitherto given of 
the parts fubfervient to uterine geftation and | 
-~ parturition were in many refpects deficient, 
I have been induced to undertake the fol- 
lowing Tablese with a view to fupply in 
fome meafure the defects of others, and at 
the fame time to illuftrate what I have 
taught and written on the fubye@t. How 
far | have obtained thofe ends, it belongs 
to others to judge. I thall only beg leave 
to obferve here by way of Preface, that the 
ereateft part of the figures were taken from 
| — Subjects 
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Subjects prepared on purpofe, to fhew every 
thing that might conduce to the improve- 
ment of the young Practitioner: Avoid- 
ing, however, the extreme munutie, and 
what elfe feemed foreign to the prefent de- 
fign; the fituation of parts, and their re+ 
{pective dimenfions, being more particular- 
ly attended to, than a minute anatomical 
inveftigation of their ftructure. 

As thefe Tables may poffibly fall into the 
hands of fome who have not feen my for- 
mer work, I have added an Abridgment 
of the Praétice; which, though far from 
being complete, may ferve to illuftrate fe- 
veral things which otherwife by a bare re- 
prefentation would be hardly intelligible. 

References are made to Vol. I. ll. and 
Ill. By Vol. £1 mean that which I firft 
publifhed in the year 1752, and contains 
a view of the Theory and Pra@tice of Mid- 
wifery; Vol. IJ. and I/I, containing the Col- 
le€tion of Cafes mentioned above, My firft 
plan for thefe Zad/es confined them to the 
number of Twenty-two, which Mr Rym/- 

dyke 
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dyke had finifhed above two Years ago; but 
I foon faw that a further illuftration, and 
confequently an addition to that number, 
was neceflary. In eleven of thefe, Dr Cam- 
per, formerly Profeffor of Medicine at Fra- 
nequer in Friefland, ‘now Profeffor of Ana- 
tomy and Botany at Amfterdam, greatly af-~ 
fifted me, viz. Table XII. XVI. XVII. 
Py riexisy, Sev. XXXVI. AKVII. 
AXVIL. XXXIV. and XXXVI. The reft 
were drawn by Mr Rym/fdyke ; except the 
thirty-feventh and thirty-ninth, which were 
done by another hand. The whole of the 
Drawings are faithfully engraved; in which 
however, delicacy and elegance, have not 
been fo much confulted as to have them 
done in a ftrong and diftinét manner ; with 
this view chiefly, that from the cheapnefs 
of the work it may be rendered of more

IN this Table, befides the general ftru€ture 
and figure of the feveral bones, the dimenfions 
of the brim of the gevis, and the diftance be- 
tween the under-parts of the ofa i/chitim, are 
particularly to be attended to ; from which it will 
appear, that the cavity of the brim is comnion- 
ly wider from fide to fide than from the back to 
the fore part, but that the fides below are in the 
contrary proportion. ‘The reader, however, 
ought not to conclude, that every pelvis 18 
Gmilar in figure and dimenfions, fince even 
well formed ones differ in fome degree from 
each other. In general, the brim of the pelvis 
meafures avout five inches and a quarter from 
fide to fide, and four inches and a quarter from 
the back to the fore part; there being likewife 
the fame diitance between the-inferior parts of 
the afa ifchitim. All thefe meafures, however, 
mutt be underftood as taken from the fkeleton ; 
for, in the fubject, the cavity of the pelvis is con- 
= oe ere -fiderably 
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| fiderably diminifhed by its teguments and con- 
tents. Correfpondent alfo to this diminution, 
the ufual dimenfions of the head of the fullgrown 
fetus are but three inches and a half from ear. - 
to ear, and four inches and a quarter from the 
fore to the hind head. |

Tus Plate fhews the diftance from the fupe- 
rior part of the os facrum to the offa pubis, as 
well as from the laft-mentioned hones to the 
toccyx, Which in each amounts to about four 
inches and a quarter.

wis, is {hewn not in the line of the body, but in

terior than anterior part, and twice the depth 
of the laft at the fides. 

From this view appears alfo the angle which 
is formed by the laft vertebra of the loins and 
the fuperior part of the os /acrum, as likewife the 
concavity or hollow {pace in the pofterior inter- 
nal part of the pe/vis, arifing from the curvature 
of the laft-mentioned bone and coccyw ; finally, 
the diftance from which to the pofterior parts of 
the ofa ifchitim is here exprefled.

From this Plate may appear the great danger 
incident to both mother and child when the 
pelvis is diftorted in this manner ; it being only 
two inches and an half at the brim from the pof- 
terior to the anterior part, and the fame dif- 
tatice between the infericr patts of each os i/chi- 
tim. Vide Yab. XXVIL. where the pe/wis is one 
quarter of an inch narrower at the brim than 
this, but fufficiently wide below. Various are 
the forms of diftorted bafons, but the laft men- 


tioned is the moft common. It is a great, hap- 


pinefs, 
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pinels, however, in prattice, that they are fel- 
dom fo narrow, though there are inftances 
where they have been much more fo. The dan- 
ger in all fuch cafes mult increafe or diminifh, 
according to the degree of diftortion of the 
pelvis, and fize of the child’s head.

As it is of great confequence to every pratti- 
tioner in midwifery, to know exactly the fitua- 
tion of the parts concerned in parturition, and 
which have not been accurately defcribed by for- 
mer anatomilts with a view to this particular 


branch,

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branch, I have given this draught from one of 
the preferved fubje&ts which E keep by me, in 
order to demonftrate thefe parts in the ordinary 
courfe of my lectures. From a view, then, of the 
fituation of the parts, it appears, that the os ex- 
ternum is not placed in the middle of the inferior 
part of the pelvis, but at the anterior and inferior 
part of the pubes ; and that the /adia cover like- 
wile the anterior part of thefe bones. 

Secondly, lt may be obferved, that as the fras 
num labiorum, which is nearly adjoining to the 
inferior part of the ofa pubis, is only about an inch 
from the anus, between. which and the coccyw 
there is about three inches diftance; it follows, 
that the anus is nearer to the firft mentioned 
bones than to the latter. 

Thirdly, ‘The view of this and the followiag 
Table will furnifh proper hints with refpe@ to 
the method of touching or examining the os ute 
ri, without hurting or inflaming the parts ; as it 
appears, that the os externum is placed forwards 
towards the pubes, and the os uteri hack wads 
towards the refum and coccyx. By this wife 
mechanifm of nature many inconveniencies are 
often prevented, which muft happen if thefe 


parts 
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parts were oppofite to each other, and fituated in 
the middle of the inferior part of the pelvis 5 par- 
ticularly a prolapfus of the vagina and uterus, ei- 
ther in the unimpregnated ftate, or in any of the 
firft four months of pregnancy ; as alfo too fud- 
den deliveries in dny of the laft months. 

_ Fourthly, From a view of the fituation ‘of the 
parts, it will appear, that in labour, when the os 
uteri is {ufficiently opened to allow a paflage for | 
the head of the fetus, the fame is protruded to 
the lower part of the vagina, by which the ex 
ternal parts are pufhed out in form of a large 
tumor, as in Table XV. | 

Lajly, It may be obferved, that when it is 

neceflary to dilate the os externum, the principal 
force ought to be applied downwards and to- 
wards the recfum, to prevent the urethra and 
neck of the bladder from being hurt or inflamed.

_ Iv appears from this and the former Table, 
that at this time nothing can be known, with 
refpect to pregnancy, from the touch in the 

VALING 
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vagina, as the refiftance of the uterus is fo incon- 
fiderable that it cannot prevent its being raifed 
up before the finger; and even were it kept 
down, the length of the neck would prevent 
the ftretching being perceptible. The uterus 
likewife not being ftretched above the pelvis, 
little change is made as to the figure of the ab- 
domen, further than that the inteftines are raifed 
a little higher ; whence poflibly the old obfer- 
vation of the abdomen being a little flatter at 
this period than ufual, from the inteffines being 
prefled more to each fide. Women at this pe- 
riod mifcarry oftener than at any other. It is 
a great happinefs, however, in practice, that 
although they are frequently much weakened 
by large difcharges, yet they rarely fink under 
the fame, but are fooner or later relieved by 
labour coming on, which gradually ftretches 
the neck and mouth of the womb, by the mem- 
branes being forced down with the waters ; and 
if the placenta is feparated from the internal of 
the wierus, all its contents are difcharged. But 
if the placenta {till adheres, the membranes break, 
the waters and fetus are expelled, and thé 


flooding diminifhes, from the uterus, contracting

From the ftructure, finally, of the parts, as. 
reprefented in this and the former table, it may

The uterus now is fo largely ftretched as to 
fill all the upper part of the pelvis, and begins 
alfo to increafe fo much as to reft on the brim, 
and to be fupported by the fame, the fundus i 
the fame time being raifed confiderably above 
the pubes. From the abdomen being now more 
ftretched the woman is more fenfible of her 
growing bigger ; and the uterus alfo, from Sie 
counter-preflure of the contents and_parietes of 

the abdomen, is kept down, and the os uteri PYea 
vented from rifing before the finger as former- 
iy. In lean women, the ftretching of the uterus 
can fometimes be perceived in the vagina at 
this period as well as above the pubes : But 
nothing certain can be difcovered from the re

If the labia ate 
fo tumefied as to obftruct the patient’s walking, 
the complaint 1s removed by puncturing the 
parts affected. By which means the ferous fluid 
is difcharged for the prefent, but commonly re. 
curs; and the fame operation muft be repeated 
feveral times perhaps before delivery; after 
which, however, the tumefaction entirely fub- 
fides. Here it may be obferved, that this coms 
plaint can feldom or never obftruct delivery ; as 


| 
the /abia are fituated at the anterior part of the

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offi pubis, and can rarely affect the ftretching of 
the frenum, perinéum, vagina, and rectum. From 
this figure it appears, that the ftretching of the 
uterus can eafily be felt at this period in lean fub- 
jects, through the parietes of the abdomen; ef- 
pecially if the inte/fines do not lie before it. In 
general indeed, as the wferus ftretches, it rifes 
higher; by which means the inte/tines are like- 
- wife raifed higher, and are alfo prefled to each 
fide. Hence the nearer the woman is to her full 
time, the ftretching is the more eafily felt.

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till labour comes on to dilate the os uteri. If the’ 
flooding is then confiderable, the membranes 
fhould be broken, that the wterus may contract, 
and thereby leffen the difcharge. The labour 
likewile, if it is neceflary, may be affifted by di- 
lating the os wferi in time of the pains ; which al- 
fo, if wanting, may be provoked by the fame’ 
method, when the patient is in danger. If this. 
danger is imminent, and the woman feems ready 
to expire, the wrerius, as appears from this Table, 
js at this time fufficiently ftretched to receive the 
operator’s hand to extra the fetus, if the os ins 
ternum can be fafely: dilated. 

Lafly, lt may be obferved. that women are in: 
greater danger at this period and.afterwards, 
than in the former months.

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With refpect to the expulfion of the placenta, 
when the membranes break, the uterus contracts 
_as the waters are evacuated till it comes in con- 
tact with the body of the fetus: The fame be. 
ing delivered, the uterus grows much thicker, 
and contracts clofely to the placenta and mem- 
branes, by which means they are gradually fe. 
parated, and forced into the vagina. This fhews 
that we ought to follow the method which na- 
ture teaches, waiting with patience, and allow- 
_ ing it to feparate in a flow manner: Which is 
much fafer practice, efpecially when the patient 
is weak ; as the dilcharge is neither fo great or 
fudden as when the placenta is hurried down in 
the too common method. But then we mutt not 
runinto the other extreme, but aflift when na- 
ture is not fufficient to expel the fame.

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_.prefenting four different preternatural pofitnios 
of the fetus in utero, may ferve as examples for 
the manner of delivery in thefe as well as in all 
other preternatural cafes, | 
_* Imall preternatural cafes, the fetus may be 
_eafily turned and delivered by the feet, if known 
before the membranes are broke, and the waters 
difcharged ; or if the pe/vis is narrow, and the 
patient is ftrong, the head, if large, may be 
brought down fo as to prefent in the natural 
way: but if all the waters are difcharged, and 
the wterus is ftrongly contracted to the body of 
the faius, this laft method can feldom take place 
on account of the ftrong preflure of the wzerus, 
and flipperinefs of the child’s head. 

In the prefent cafe, the woman may either 
be laid on her back or fide, as defcribed in 
Tables XVI and XXIV ; and the operator, hav- 
ing flowly dilated the os externum with his fingers, 
muft introduce the fame into the vagina, and 
- pufh up into the wterus the parts of the fetus 
that prefent ; or if there is {pace for it, his hand 
may pafs in order to dilate the os internum if not 
fufficiently previoufly ftretched by the meme 
branes and waters. ‘his done, he muft advance 
his hand into the uferus to know the pofition

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of the fetus: and, as the breech is rather lower — 


than the head, fearch for the other leg, and 


bring down both feet without the os externum. — 


A cloth muft then be wrapped round them ; 
and, having grafped them with one hand, he 
is to introduce the other into the wterus, in or- 
der to raife the head of the fetus, whilft the legs 
and thighs are pulled down by the hand that 
holds the feet.

WP The fame not fully ftretched at the fore- 
part, though entirely obliterated at the back. part, 
the uterus and vagina being there only fometimes 
one continued furface. 


Hence it appears why the anterior part of © 
the os uteri is frequently protruded betore the 
head of the fetus at the puoes, which, if it retards 
delivery, is removed by fliding it up with a fin- 
ger or two between the head and laft-mentioned 
part.

The manner of delivery in the pofition of the 
fetus, as reprefented in this Table, is to endea- 
your with the hand to force up the part prefent- 
ing, in order to raile the head.to the fundus. 
If this is impoffible from the {trong contra@tion- 
of the uterus, the operator muft pufh up his 
hand in a flow and cautious manner along the 
breaft and belly of the child, in order to come 
at the legs and feet, which are to be taken hold 
of, and brought down as far as the pofition of 
the fetus will admit of. The body is then to 
‘be moved round, by puthing up the lower parts,

are brought without the os externum, and the 
delivery completed as in Table XXXI. But 
if the feet cannot be got down, fo as to be tae 
ken hold of without the os externum,a noofe mutt 
be fixed overthe ancles, asin table XXXII.

Aster the body and arms of the child are 
delivered, and the different methods ufed to 
bring down the head with the hands, as directed 
in the above Table, and more fully defcribed in 

Vol, 
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Voi. 1. and Ill. the following method is to be 
tried in order to fave the child, which muit o- 
therwile be loft by overftraining the neck and 
{fpinal marrow. The woman being in the fupine 
pofition, as in Table XX!V, one of the affiftants 
eught to hold the body and arms of the child up 
towards the abdomen of the woman, to give 
more room to the operator, who having intro- 
duced one hand up to the child’s face, and mo- 
ved it from the fide a little backwards, for the 
eafier application of the forceps along the fides 
of the head, muft then turn his hand to one of 
the ears, and introduce one of the blades with 
the other hand between the fame and the head, 
with the curved fide towards the pubes, as in 
this Table. This done, the hand is to be 
brought down to hoid the handle of the blade 
of the forceps, till the other hand is introduced 
to the other fide of the head, by which means 
the fame is prefled againft the blade that is up, 
and which is thus prevented from flipping, 
whilft the other hand introduces the fecond 
blade on the oppofite fide. The blades being 
thus introduced, care muft be taken, that in 
joining them no part of the vagina is locked in.

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After the forceps are firmly fixed along the 
fides of the head, the face and forehead mut 
be turned again to the fide of the brim of the 
pelvis, by which means the wide part of the 
head is to the wide part of the brim.

- gradually increafed, according to the refiftance 
form the largenefs of the head, or narrownefs 
of the pelvis. The forehead, when brought 
low enough down, is then to be turned into 
the concavity of the os facrum and coccyx, the 
handles of the forceps raifed upwards, and the 
fame caution ufed in bringing the head through 
the os externum, as defcribed in Table XIX. and 
XXX. By this method the head will be delivered, 
the child frequently faved, and the ufe of the 
crotchet prevented, except in thofe bafins that 
are fo narrow, that it is impoflible to deliver 
without diminifhing the bulk of the head.

Ir this cafe happens from the forehead’s being 
towards the pubes, or the child long dead, and 
fo mortified that both the body and under jaw 
are feparated unexpectedly, the long forceps that | 
are curved upwards will be fuflicient to extract 
the head; but if the fame is large, and the pelvis 
narrow, and the delivery cannot be affected by 
the 
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the above method, then che head muift be open: 
ed, that its bulk may diminith, as it is extracted. 
‘The patient being placed either on her back, or 
fide, as in the explanation of Table XVI, and 
XXIV, the left hand of the operator is to be in- | 
troduced into the wterus, and the forehead of the 
fetus tutned to the right fide of the brim of the 
pelvis, and a little backwards, the chin being 
downwards; after which the palm of the hand 
and fingers are to be advanced as high as the fon- 
tanelle, and the head grafped with the thumb and 
little finger on each fide, as firm as is poffible, 
whilft an afliftant prefles on each fide of the ab- 
domen with both hands, to keep the uterus firm 
in the middle and lower part of the fame. This 
done, the operator having with his right hand

ed into the mouth, and the thumb below the un- 
der-jaw, the hand being above the blade of the 
crotchet. When this firm hold is taken, the 
Operator may begin and pull flowly with both 
hands; and as the brain difcharges through the 
perforation, the head will diminifh, and come 
along. If this method fhould fail from the flip. 
perinefs of the head, or its being fo much offifi- 
ed that a fufficient opening cannot be made, the 
vertex muft be turned down to the brim of the 
pelvis, the fontanelle backwards, and each blade 
of the long forceps introduced along the fides of 
the head, with the curved fide towards the pubes. 
After they are joined and locked, the handles are 
to be tied together with a fillet, to keep them 
firm on the head; an afliftant 1s to keep the 
handles backwards till the cranium is largely 
opened with the long {fciflars fhewn in Table 
XXXIX. This done, the head is to be extract- 
ed in a flow manner, firft turning the forehead

And the two following, reprefent feveral 
kinds of Inftruments ufeful in laborious 


and difficult Cafes. 


a The ftraight fhort forceps, in the exadt pro- 
portion as to the width between the blades, and 
length from the points to the locking part: The 
firft being two and the fecond fix inches, which 
with five inches and a half (the length of the 
_ handles}, makes in all eleven inches and a half, 
The length of the handles may be altered at 
pleafure. I find, however, in practice, that this 
{tandard is the moft convenient, and with i 
difhculty introduced, than when longer, having 
alfo fufficient force to deliver in moft cafes where 
their affiftance is neceflary. The handles and 
loweft part of the blades may as here be covered 
with any durable leather ; but the blades ought 
to be wrapped round with fomething of a thinner 
kind, which may be eafily renewed when there 
is the leaft fufpicion of venereal infe&tion : a 
former cafe: By being thus covered, the forceps 
can have a better hold, and mark lefs the head

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of the child. For their eafier introduction, 
the blades ought likewife to be greafed with 
hog’s-lard. | | 

6 Reprefents the pofterior part of a fingle 
blade, in order to thew the open part of the 
fame, and the form and proportion of the whole. 
The handles, however, as here reprefented, are 
rather too large.

The forceps were at firft contrived to fave the 
fetus, and prevent, as much as poflible, the ufe — 
of fharp inftruments ; but even to this falutary 
method, recourfe ought not to be had but in 
cafes where the degree of force requifite to ex« 
tract will not endanger, by its confequences, the 
life of the mother : For, by the imprudent ufe 
of the forceps, much more harm may be done 
than good. : |

the cranium is opened with the {ciflars, by iatro- 
ducing the {mall end along the ear on the out- 
fide of the head to above the under jaw, where 
the point is to be fixed; the other extremity of 
the hook being held with one hand, whilft two 
fingers of «the other are to be introduced into 
the forefaid opening, by which holds the head 
is to be gradually extracted. 

Secondly, The {mall ends is ufeful in abortions 
in any of the firft four or five months, to hook 
down the /ecundines, when lying loofe in the ute- _ 
rus, when the patient is much weakened by 
floodings from the too long retention of the 
fame, the pains alfo being unable to expel them, 
and when they cannot be extracted with the fin- 
gers. But if the placenta {till adheres, it is dan- 
gerous to ufe this or any other inftrument to ex- 
tract the fame, as it ought to be left till it fepa- 
rates naturally. Ifa {mall part of the /ecundines 
is protruded through the os uteri, and pulled a- 
way from what {till adheres in the wterus, the 
mouth of the womb contracts, and that irritation 
is thereby removed which would have continu- 
ed the pains, and have feparatet and difcharged 
the whole.

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Thirdly, The large hook at the other end is 


ufeful to affift the extra€tion of the body, when 


the breech prefents; but fhould be ufed with 
great caution, to avoid the diflocation or frac- 
ture of the thigh.

AA, REPRESENTS the whale-bone fillet, which 
may be fometimes ufeful in laborious cafes, when 
the operator is not provided with the forceps in 
fudden and unexpected exigencies: — 

When the vertex of the ftus prefents, and the 
head is forced down into the lower part of the 
pelvis, the woman weak, and the pains not fuffi- 
cient to deliver it, the double of the fillet is to 
be introduced along the fore-part of the parietal 
bones to the face, and if poflible above the un- 
der-jaw; which done, the whale-bone may be 
either left in or pulled down out of the theath, 
and every weak pain affifted by pulling gently 
at the fillet. If the head can be raifed to the 
upper part of the pelvis, the fillet will be more 
ealily got over the chin, which is a fafer and 
better hold than on the face. If the face or 
forehead prefents, the fillet is to be introduced 
over the occiput.

BB Gives two views of a new kind of peflary 
for the prolapfus uteri, being taken from the 
French and Dutch kind. After the uterus is re- 
duced, the large end of the peffary is to be in- 
troduced into the vagina, and the os uteri retain- 


ed in the concave part, where there are three © 


holes to prevent the ftagnation of any moifture. 
The {mall end without the os externum has two 
tapes drawn through the two holes, which are 
tied to four other tapes, that hang down from a 
belt that furrounds the woman’s body, and by 


this means keep up the peflary. ‘This fort may 


be taken out by the patient when fhe goes to 


bed, and introduced again in the morning ; but ~ 


as this fometimes rubs the os externum, fo as to 
make its ufe uneafy, the round kind marked C 
are of more general ufe.

ceflary, excepting when the face prefents with 
the chin turned to the facrum, and when it is 
impoffible to move the head to bring the child 
footling, or deliver with the forceps. In that 
cafe, if one crotchet is not fufficient, the other 
is to be Introduced, and when joined together 
will act both as crotchets, in opening the cra-

They may alfo be ufeful to affitt when the 
head is left in the uterus, and one blade is not 
fufficient.

Great care ought to be taken, when the fharp 
érotchet is introduced, to keep the point to.

fingers cannot be got up to guide the fame. 
‘The dotted lines along the infide of one of the 
blades, reprefent a fheath that: is contrived to 
guard the point till it is introduced high e- 
nough; the ligature at the handles marked 
with the two dotted lines is then to be unti- 
ed, the fheath withdrawn, and the point be- 
ing uncovered, is fixed as directed in Table 
XXXVI. 

The point, guarded with this fheath, may alfo - 
be ufed inftead of the blunt hook.

- Amonce the few improvements which have 
been made in the obitetrical apparatus fince the 
days of Dr Smellie, the moft important are the 
alterations in the forceps, by which the incon- 
veniencies formerly attending the ufe of that in- 
{irument are obviated, and the operation is ren 
dered more fafe and eafy. 

In contriving the: alterations, the inten. 
tions were, 1. That the large curves fhould cor- 
refpond as nearly as poflible with that of the 
pelvis. 2. That their points fhould be thrown 
forwards, and made round, to prevent their 
hitching, or even prefling uneafily againtt any 
part of the pelvis; and likewife to maintain 
their hold of the head, whilft it is to be brought 

forwards in that curved line of direction which 
nature obierves. 3. ‘That an inverted curve 
fhould be made towards the a whereby the 
perineum may be faved from injury, the extrac- 
ting force rightly conducted, anc Ae handles at 
the fame time kept from prefling uneafily on the 


inferior and anterior parts of the pubes. 4. That 
H their 
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their fubftance fhould be reduced as much as 3 
poflible, fo that they are not made flexible, or 
fo thin at the edges as to hurt the part. 5. That 
their clams be made to prefs equally on the 
child’s head, and fpread gradually from the joint, 
fo as not to dilate the os vaging too fuddenly. 
6, hat the clams be of a due breadth, with the 
outer furface a little convex, and extremely 
{mooth, that they may not prefs uneafily or hurt 
the woman. 7. That their length be fuch as can 
be applied fafely and commodioufly within the — 
pelvis, and at the fame time fuit the different 
fizes of the heads as mucu as pofiible. 

‘The inftrument, executed according to thefe 
intentions, is called the Short Curved Lorceps. It 
confilts of two blades, or parts ; each of which is 
diftineuifhed into the handle A, the joint B B, 


and the clams DD. See fig. 1. which reprefents RY. 


the inftrument finifhed and locked, in which flate 7 
it meafures about t1 inches, and when properly 


made, weighs about 11 ounces troy. ‘The clams 

muft be covered with the beft morocco leather ;

NN. B. Several inconveniencies both in the intro- 

duction and confequences, having been found 
te 
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to attend the ufe of the forceps with the clams 
covered, practitioners at prefent very generally 
prefer thofe of polithed fteel. | 

Fig. 2, A catheter with a {mall curve to- 
wards the point, which is better adapted to the 
female urethra than the ftraight one. It may 
be perforated with 8, 12, or 16 holes in rows, 
as here reprefented, and terminated by a flight 
very fmooth rounded or oblong knob. ‘The 
length fhould be nearly fix inches, and the dia- 
meter not too imall. |

‘js called by workmen, though Dr Orme per- 


haps fir introduced it into practice: It is now 
employed by many practitioners in preference 
to Dr Smellie’s. If Dr Smellie’s fhould be ftill 
ufed, the fharp edges ought to be removed ; 
they fhould, like thofe here reprefented, be 
curved towards the point, and fhould be 
provided with blunt knobs inftead of angu- 
lar refts, which expofe the patient to the hazard 
of having the parts wounded or lacerated. 

Fig. 4. The blunt hock at prefent ufed, has 
ving a {well in the middle by which the extrac- 
tion can be accomplifhed with more fafety and 
fuccefs than with the ftraight hook. 
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
